ClOtfS IN PURPOSE. 


Now Says He Suspects Something 
Wrong in Death of His Brother, 


a Doctor, Following 


Shepherd's Visit. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 7.—The curtain, 


almost down on the McClintock 
death drama, has been yanked up 
again by Chief Justice Harry Olson 
of the municipal court, who insists 
that his brother's death also be in- 
vestigated. 


Olso said he was not satisfied 


with the investigation into the 
death of William McClintock, "mil- 
lionaire orphan." 
He wants the 


case continued and the body of his 
brother, Dr. Oscar Olson exhumed 
and examined for poison. Dr. Olson 
died about three years ago. 


The latter's death 
followed a 


visit by Mr. and Mrs. William D. 
Shepherd, foster parents of Mc- 
Clintock, Olson stated at what was 
to hav been the final hearing of 
the McClintock case. The justice 
also stated he was suspicious of the 
manner of the death of the mother 
of young McClintock. 


After stating that the Olson fam- 


ily had known Billy McClintock's 
mother since her childhood and 
that Dr. Olson had acted as med- 
ical adviser to the McClintocks, the 
justice said: 


"Billy visited 
my brother two 


days before my brother died. Dr. 
Olson was then recovering from a 
slight attack of ptomaine poisoning. 
He was declared out of danger. The 
next day after Billy had visited 
with Dr Olson for several hours, 
the Shepherds called for the first 
time in six years. They brought 
Iny brother fruit and asked if Billy 
had been talking with my brother 
the day before. 


"I may add here that my brother 


had often told Billy that he should 
assume control of his own affain. 
as soon as possible. 
At the time 


of my brother's death, as they wer^ 
when Billy 
died, 
the Shepherds 


were living off Billy's money, in his 
home and eatinc his food.

RETIRING GOVERNOR WRITES 


Tells Legislators Strictest Econ- 


omy Must Be Observed and 


That No Salary Raises 


Should Be Allowed. 


By slashing approximately four 


million dollars off the requests for 
more money by the state univer- 
sity, the state 
normal 'board and 


the state board of control, Gover- 
no.. Brj an, whose swan song as 
chief executive is to be sung Thurs- 
day afternoon brings down his re- 
commended appropriations to a 
total of $17,223,000 for the biennium 
ginning July 1st, 1925. The total 
cut is almost five millions. 
His 


budget carrying these figures was 
submitted 
Tuesday afternoon to 


the state legislature. Accompany- 
ing figures show it cost nearly $10,- 
000,000 to run the go\ernment fo* 
the first year of his administration, 
but he thinks his successor should 
get along on seventeen millions for 
his two years or a million and a 
half less. 
The total appropriations asked 


for by the departments of the state 
government were about as two 
years ago, a total as he puts it, of 
$22,061,304, not including anything 
for ttte new capitol. In his regular 
message he will recommend a 
further appropriation for that build- 
ing, including furniture and finish- 
ings. 
The big cuts made by the gover- 
nor axfi- in "the xequ'ests of the £ia*a 
board VjC regents, the state normal 
board, the state board of control 
and the state board of agriculture 
Last year the university got $6,- 
230,000; this year it asked for ??,- 
643,000 and the governor says it 
should have no more than $5,698,- 
000, or half a million less than two 
years ago. 
The 
regent's recommendations 


are cut as follows: Agricultural ex- 
tension, $30,000; general mainten- 
ance. $695,000; new buildings, $1,- 
200,000; legislative reference bur- 
eau $23,500, eliminated. 


The state normal board's recom- 


mendations are sliced by these 
sums: Maintenance, Chadron, $75,- 
000; 
maintenance, Kearney, $130,- 


000; maintenance, Peru, $56,000; 
maintenance Wayne, $175,000; new 
buildings $600,000. The governor's 
recommendations were mainly the 
appropriations 
of two years ago, 


which the board said were too 
small because of growth of attend- 
ance. The total appropriations two 
years ago for normal schools were 
$1,385,000. The 
governor would 


cut the total to $1,325,000, the dif- 
ference being in cash funds. The 
board asked for $2,353,000. 


The state board of control bad 


a total two years ago of $4,321,000, 
including several 
new buildings, 


and the governor says that it ought 
to get along for the next two years 
on .$3,841.000. It asked for $5,171,- 
000 for the next two years. 
The 


board asked for a new building of 
one sort or another or extensive 
repairs at nearly every one of the 
eighteen state institutions, but the 
governor turns thumbs down on all 
of these recommendations.

the governor either cut down or

in the air and thrown thru the Oak- 
dale station, a flimsy wooden su- 
burban depot. The fireman and en- 
gineer of the Western Indiana train 
were hurt, but not seriously. 


The Baltimore and Ohio flyer had 


the green light to come on when 
Engineer George Campbell of Gar- 
rett^-ind., sighted the Western In- 
idiana train speeding toward the 
crossing. 
Campbell 
opened the 


throttle in the hope of speeding his 
train out of danger. The Western 
Indiana locomotive 
plunged into 


the tender 
of 
Campbell's train, 


hurling the mail coach and a bag- 
gage car on to the depot. 


If the crash had occurred three 


seconds later the Western Indiana 
locomotive would have plowed into 
the diner, which was filled with 
passengers. 


Leo McCann, telegraph operator, 


at the Oakdale station, was buried 
under'a mass of debris, as were L. 
K Ruppert, Aldine, Ind., and Stan- 
ley Day, Tiffin, O., mail clerks. 


The telegraph operator continued 


working his key and in fifteen min- 
utes a wrecking crew was on the" 
job. The first alarm was that 100 
persons had been killed. 


James B. Manes, engineer, and 


Albert Grabe, both of Chicago, are 
being held for questioning. 


"Had the Western Indiana train 


hit the B. & O. a second later," En- 
gineer Campbell of the New York 
express said 
today, "seventy-five 


people in the diner would 
have 


been crushed to death or maimed." 


Veteran Postal Clerk on Trial in 
'Federal Court Says Statement 


Was Not Given Vol- 


untarily. 


Kay E. Baton's written statement 


given to two postal inspectors does 
not 
constitute an admission of 


guilt, because it -was 
not given 


voluntarily, his attorney told a fed- 
eral jury Wednesday morning in 
his opening statement. Mr. Eaton 
is being tried 1'or alleged opening 
of a letter not addressed to him, 
and taking of money therefrom. He 
is a veteran postal employe, being 
in his thirty-first year of service 
when he was apprehended 
last 


July 9. 


The government's contention, as 


outlined to the jury by District At- 
torney Stewart, is that postal in- 
spectors had been watching Mr. 
Eaton and that on July 9 they, 
mailed two decoy letters, both ad- 
dressed to Cincinnati, depositing 
them in the mail box at the Bur- 
lington station. They watched him 
collect the mail from the box, and 
later searched the pouch in which 
it shorld have gone forward on the 
train, and did not find it. They 
met Mr. Eaton on his way home j 
from work at 7 that evening and 
asked him if he knew what had be- 
come of the letter. He said he did 
not, but turned out his pockets at 
their request, disclosing three dol- 
lar bills, identified by their num- 
bers as_ those placed in one of the 
decoy letters, and a marked half 
dollar that had also been put in the 
letter. The five dollar hill and 
quarter they had put in the same 
letter were not found, and the in- 
spector 
learned 
later that Mr. 


Eaton had loaned a $5 bill to one of 
the mail clerks at the depot. 


Mr. Eaton then admitted his guilt 


and dictated a statement to one of 
the inspectors, which he read and 
signed, Mr. Stewart said. He- said 
he had taken the money and de- 
stroyed the letter. This letter had 
been addressed to Mrs. -Martha 
Smith, 118 Prospect, 
Cincinnati. 


The other decoy was addressed to 
Uncle Joe's Loan. Office, Cincinnati. 


• Presence of the marked money 
in his pockets was given a different 
explanation by Lester Dibble, who 
with James A. Brown and H. N. 
Mattle-y is conducting the defense. 
He told the jury that as Mr. Eaton 
was starting to hand a mail pouch 
on to a train that had come in a 
little earlier than expected, a man j 
met him and handed him three dol- 
jlar bills and two half dollars, say- 
ling he would explain when they 
bad more time, and then came back 
and gave him another dollar bill. 
Mr. Eaton, himself not a betting 
man, had been accustomed to hold 
the money for pools made up by 
the clerks on ihe scores of ball 
games, Mr. Dibble said, and when 
he showed his money to the inspec- 
tors he told them there should he 
a sheet of paper with it, showing 
who had contributed to the pool, 
but this he was unable to produce. 
Tb* statement he then signed for 
the inspectors was not voluntary, it 
was said, and constituted no con- 
fession. 


The defendant had been in the 


railway mail service for thirty 
years before going on duty at the 
terminal, Mr. Dibble pointed out, 
and had suffered numerous injuries 
in train wrecks, so that he was no 
longer able to do heavy work. He 
noticed a letter with money in it 
when he took the letters from the 
box, and also noticed that the en- 
velop flap was torn. He dropped 
several letters while" opening the 
door to the mail room, including

and cover. It has but three primary 
patterns—the stripe, the plaid and 
the spaped or floating figure.

Adam McMullen Began in Banks 


«—Hatural Leaning Toward 


Politics Was Shown in 


Early Life. 


WYMORE, Neb., Jan. 7.—Adam 


McMullen, who started a real poor 
boy and succeeded in climbing the 
ladder of fame and finance, has 
successfully demonstrated beyond 
any reasonable doubt that democ- 
racy and equality are the birth- 
rights of the American people 
nowadays as they were in the days 
of Abraham Lincoln. 


Born in New York state in 1873, 


he moved with his parents to Ne- 
braska in 1884 when they took up 
their residence at Wymore. The 
town was only three years old at* 
that time. It was a railroad di- 
vision point and this fact may have 
influenced the elder McMullen in 
making the selection since he had 
been a locomotive engineer and 
retained a soft spot in his heart 
for anything connected with the 
railroads. 


Governor McMullen's 
parents 


were born in Scotland. From 1884 
to 1890 the father and the older 
brothers, operated a grocery known 
as "The Palace Grocery" situated 
on the main street of the Tillage 
in the block where the Markle 
theater now stands 
The governor 


was the official "counter jumper." 
Besides assisting 
in his father's 


store he was also employed for 
two yeais as a printer's "devil" on 
the staff of the Wymore Weekly 
Arbor State, a local publication, 
edited by the late Colonel J. R. 
Dodds. 


He graduated from high school 


at the age of sixteen.
